PROPEHRTY OWNERS IN MHOBOKEN, WEEIIAWKEN,
ETC., VOTING ON A WATER SUFFLY MEASURE—
A LARGE BEWER TO BE CONSTRUCIED IN WEE-
HAWKEN,

An important public measare, involving the
guestion of the water supply of Hoboken, West
Hoboken, Weehawken, Guttenberg and Unlon, 1s now
being voted on by the property owners of those places.,
Considerable trouble hus been experlenced by these
towns in regard to their relations with Jersey City for
wany years. The sutborities of the latter city have
been anxious to have the other towns sonexed
~a feching which the latter have mnot recipro-
cated. Tue valuation of property in Jersey City
nmounts 1o sbout §60,000,000. The property valaations in
Hoboken, Weehawken, West Hoboken, and Unlon
amount respectively to 15,000,000, §,600,000, 2,600,000,
sud #0000, making & total of about 821,000,000, It
will be seen, therefore, that in the evenot of wunexation
the towne wounld be swallowed up, and their representa-
tion be exceedingly small. As the expensive way in
which it is alleged the affairs of Jersey City are con-
ducted does not meet their approval, they are decidediy
puwilhing to enter into s combination with the eity in
which their power would be so slight. Hoboken's
water  supply is, aud has  been wooe 1804,
ut the mercy of Jersey City, the water being furnished
from the works of the latter, It is maid that Houoken
consumers have been charged about 20 per cent more
for welir supply than have the residents of Jersey City.
The lownships of West Hoboken, Weehawken, Gutten-
berg, and Unlon bave had no regular supply from aoy
place. Mapulacturing and other industries bave, how-
ever, been greatly Incressed of late iu Hoboken and the
townabips, and the question of a suitable and economical
watber supply bhas recelved muoh attention. The question
